Thanksgiving Day did not go unnoticed at the county infirmary, 
and the inmates today were banqueted by Mr. and Mrs. John Humes, 
superintendents at the farm, with a chicken 
dinner and all the 
“trimmings." 


This is the custom at the infirmary for each Thanksgiving Day 
and Christmas, when something extra is provided. 
The inmates at the farm today numbered three dozen, 30 being 
men, and six women. 
This is about the normal num ber at this 
time of the year, Mrs. H um es stated today. 
Sheriff and Mrs. Lon Coons, who also provide a special dinner 
for prisoners on events like Thanksgiving and Christmas, had pre­ 
pared a chicken dinner today, and they were preparing to do justice 
to it themselves. 
The jail remained with the latch key on the 
outside, as the last of the prisoners were released this week, and 
there is no one in jail today to assist the sheriff and his family in 
eating of the special meal. 


Thanksgiving was being celebrated in much the same fashion, 
as it has in the past throughout the county. 
Family dinners were 
the rule in the average household, where relatives gathered to do 
justice to the turkey or chicken, or some other fowl. 
The only formal observance of the day will be a union service 
of Protestant churches tonight at 7:30 o’clock at the United Presby­ 
terian church.

carries first class postage, it

Dale has an appeal pending in the

Dale 
was held guilty

Judge Clarence D earth here a f te r the 
e d ito rs new spaper had charged th a t 
the Ku Klux Klan was 
controlling 
the court. 
Dale to d ay declared th a t he 
be­ 
lieved gunmen had been brought 
to 
M uneie to kill him. He believes 
the 
a tta c k on him was caused by M un- 
cie crim inals who he has a tta c k e d in 
his new spaper. 
One g a ra g e m an, he said, has been 
threatened bv two M uneie 
bootleg­ 
gers fo r “ talking too m u ch .” 
Only 
last \\ eek, he said, tw o bootleggers 
threatened the m an a f te r buying g a s ­ 
oline at his station. 
1 he shot fired last night entered 
the window pane on an angle, c a u s ­ 
ing Dale to believe th a t it was fired 
from an automobile. 
I he editor said this m orning th a t 
he did not believe the 
stones 
had 
been throw n, hut had been propelled 
by a Hip-jaek or a sling-shot. 
T hey stru c k with a terrific force, 
he said, and he believes it impossible 
fo r anyone to have throw n them with 
that force.
